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Tuis Theatre was quite full last night, to witness the performance 

of Nothing Superfluous, Ups and Downs, The Happiest Day of my 


Life, aud Spring and Autumn. The different pieces were all ex- 
tremely well acted, and went off with great spirit and applause.

ANOTHER novelty was produced at this Theatre last night, in the 
form of a Grand Romantic Opera, which has been translated from the 
German of Whilhelm A. Wohlbruck, by Planché, and adapted to the 
music of Heiurich Harschner, by Mr. Hawes ; it is entitled Der Vam- 
pyr, and like the Melo-drama of The Vampire, which was acted here 
some seasous ago, commences with an introductory scene, in which 
Eblis, the fiend, (O. Smith,) grants to the Vampire, (H. Phillips,) 
a reprieve for a year and a day on the condition that he shall offer up 
as a sacrifice an unstained bride, before the new moon. ‘The Vampire, 
in the disguise of a Arnot chief, has gained the affection of Ianthe, 
(MissCawse,) and persuaded her to elope with him, intending to make 
her the sacrifice ; they are, however, overtaken by Ianthe’s friends ; 
she is rescued, and the Vampire slain ; while dying, he is discovered 
by Alexis, (Sapio,) who swears by a fearful oath not to divulge his 
death for the space of one month. The Opera then opens, (a month 
being supposed to have elapsed,) at the castle of the Baron Kassova, 
(Thorne,) whose daughter Henrika, (Miss Betts,) loves, and is be- 
loved by Alexis, though her father has betrothed her to Count Mavro- 
cordo, (the Vampire,) who, on his arrival to claim his bride, is re- 
cognized by Alexis, whose oath, however, prevents him exposing the 
imposter, and the nuptials are appointed to take place in the evening. 
In the mean time, the Vampire proceeds to a neighbouring village, and 
carrys off Liska, (Miss H. Cawse,) a country girl, whois about to 
marry Wenzel, (J. Bland :) Wenzel pursues the fugitives; shoots the 
Vampire, and slightly wounds his beloved Liska. The scene then 
changes to the castle chapel, where the nuptial ceremony only waits 
the presence of Mavrocordo ; Alexis in vain attempts to induce the 
Baron to defer the marriage till afier midnight, as that hour would free 
him from his oath. 

Mavrocordo and Henrika, proceed to the altar, but the hour of 
twelve striking ere the ceremony takes place, the Vampire is struck 
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by lightning, apd sinks te the lewer gegiens, leaving Hensika to the 
possession of her Alex's The music which is the principal support 
of the piece, is of a very superior order, it is highly characteristic, 
and dramatic, ead was abby executed, the ehoruses were admirably 
given. Mr. 8. Phillips supported the part of the Vampire, with great 
ability, and sang with all his usual tasfe and science. Miss Betts and 
Miss Cawse also displaved their vocal powers to great advantage, and 
we never recollect to have beca sa much pleased with Miss; dd. Cawse ; 
she sang a very pretty air so delightfully as to call forth a most rap- 
tarous encore. Adrinking chorus, which was a most spirited and charm- 
ing composition was also eneored. ‘The Opera has been very carefully 
got up, and was received in a most favorable manner, and ils repcti- 
tion on Thursday, aunounced without a dissenting voice. Me Lics 
Kike Truth, and The Middle Temple were the afterpieces. The house 
was quite full. 


There was another meeting on Monday of the Gentlemen interested 
in the affairs of Covent Garden Theatre, but after a very stormy dis- 
cussion, they dispersed without coming to any resolutions. The only 
sensible remark made, was that of Mr. Fawcett, who said, the patent 
of the Theatre was not granted for the profit of the individual, but 
for the benefit of the publie ; and that if the Theatre was shut this sea- 
sop, the Government would declare the patent forfeited. and would grant 
it to some other party, We trust this truism may have some. effect 
in bringing about an arrangement, though at present that seems hope- 


less.
